Leon Harness, 32, Osborn, as­ 
sistant inspection chief of Wil­ 
bur Wrieht Field, and Paul 
Lonsr. Fairfield, were instantly 
killed when struck by an air­ 
plane, 
piloted 
by 
Lieutenant 
Barksdale, of McCook Field, Day­ 
ton, while riding along a govern­ 
ment road on the flying field, 
Wednesday morning about 9:30 
oclock. The men were in a field 
truck which Long was driving. 
Barksdale and a civilian were flying 


over the speed course of the field at 
a terrific rate of speed. 
The plane 
was being flown lower than usual in 
speed tests, and it is thought the pilot 
did not see the truck in which Har­ 
ness and Long were riding. 
A gov­ 
ernment investigation will be lounch- 
ed to determine the details of the ac­ 
cident, which is customary with ac­ 
cidents at the field.

road which crosses the 
speed course, when the plane, piloted 
by Barksdale and being driven low 
over the field, swooped down, striking 
them. 
Both men were decapitated and 
their bodies mutilated. 
The airplane was completely wreck­ 
ed after hitting the truck, the landing 
gear, including the wheels and lower 
apparatus being knocked off, and the 
plane plunged to the ground.

The bodies were removed to the 
Morris Undertaking establishm ent at 
Osborn. 
H arness was well known over tho 
field and throughout Osborn. He has 
a wife and small daughter, three years 
of age.

Barksdale 
saved his life by jum ping from the 
plane in a parachute but his com­ 
panion’s parachute failed to open and 
his body fell near Osborn. The man 
w as instantly killed.

Leon Harness. 32, Osborn, as­ 
sistant inspection chief of Wil­ 
bur Wrieht Field, 
and

Lone, Fairfield, were instantly 
killed when struck by an air­ 
plane, 
piloted 
by 
Lieutenant 
Harksdale, of McCook Field, Day­ 
ton. while riding alone a eovern- 
ment road on the flyine field, 
Wednesday mornine about 9:30 
oclock. Tho men were in a field 
truck which Lone was drivine. 
Barksdale and a civilian were flying 
over the speed course of the field at 
a terrific rate of speed. 
The plane 
w*as two I HK flown lower than usual in 
speed tests, and it is thought the pilot 
did not see the truck in which Har­ 
ness and Long were riding. 
A gov­ 
ernment investigation will be kernell­ 
ed to determine the details of the ac­ 
cident, which Is customary with ac­ 
cidents at the field. 
Long 
and 
H arness 
were 
driving 
along the 
road 
which 
crosses the 
speed course, when the plane, piloted 
by Barksdale and being driven low 
over the field, swooped down, striking 
them. Both men were decapitated and 
their bodies mutilated, 
v The airplane was completely wreck­ 
ed after hitting the truck, the landing 
gear, including tho wheels and lower 
apparatus being knocked off, and the 
plane plunged to tho ground. 
Neither 
Barksdale or 
his 
companion, 
both 
from McCook Field, were injured. 
The bodies wrere removed to th© 
Morris Undertaking establishment at 
Osborn. 
Harness was well known over the 
field and throughout Osborn. He lia9 
a wife and small daughter, three years 
of age. His wife was prostrated after 
learning of the accident. 
Long was ♦•Employed at 
the field, 
also. 
Since the accident happened 
during working hours, few people wit­ 
nessed it. 
The plane was being driven only 
about five feet above the ground at 
the time of tho accident.

MR. SHAW SHOULD READ THU CONSTITUTION 


Suggesting the renomination of President Coolidge four years 
hence, Mr. Leslie M. Shaw, a former secretary of the treasury, in­ 
sists that a vice-president taking over the office of President is 
not President, but merely acting President. 
The constitutional 
qualifications for a President, he says- that he be born in the 
United States and be at least 35 years old, do not apply to the vice 
president, so a vice-president succeeding to the presidency might 
have been born an alien. 
. 
On both points Mr. Shaw is wrong. The Constitution provides 
that the duties of the presidency shall devolve on the vice-presi­ 
dent in the event of the President’s death. The reference to an of­ 
ficer who shall “act as President” iii such an event 
is to other j 
successors determined by congress. Also the Constitution provides 
specifically for the same qualifications for vicepresident that it 
provides for President. 
A former cabinet member who undertakes to discuss the Con­ 
stitution in a speech should read it first.
